STERLING  W.  SILL 


Elder  Sterling  Welling  Sill,  whom  the 
Church  sustained  as  an  Assistant  to  the  Coun- 
cil of  the  Twelve  at  the  morning  general  con- 
ference session,  April  6,  1945,  has  a  lifelong 
background  of  Church  activities  from  which 
he  will  draw  strength  for  his  new  calling,  for 
which  he  was  set  apart  April  14,  by  President 
David  O.  McKay. 

Elder  Sill  was  born  March  31,  1903  at  Lay- 
ton,  Utah,  a  son  of  Joseph  A.  and  Marietta 
Welling  Sill.  Early  in  life  he  found  activity 
and  service  in  both  the  Sunday  School  and 
the  Mutual. 

In  his  senior  year  at  Davis  High  School  he 
served  as  president  of  his  class.  He  attended 
the  Utah  State  Agricultural  College  and  the 
University  of  Utah. 

In  1924,  he  accepted  a  call  for  the  mission 
field  to  serve  in  the  Southern  States.  During 
this  mission  he  served  as  president  of  the 
Alabama  District.  On  his  return  from  his 
mission,  he  taught  school  in  Davis  County  for 
a  year. 

He  held  the  lead  in  the  North  Davis  Stake 
drama  which  won  Church-wide  honour  at  the 
Mutual  Conference  in  June  1928.  For  nine 
years  of  his  life,  he  has  served  youth  as  a 
Scoutmaster,  attaining  the  rank  of  an  Eagle 
Scout  along  with  "his  boys." 

He  served  for  a  year,  1931-32,  as  a  member 
of  the  high  council  of  the  North  Davis  Stake. 

Garden  Park  Ward  in  Salt  Lake  City  was 
organized  in  1936  and  he  was  called  as  the 
first  bishop  of  this  ward,  where  he  served  for 
ten  vears.     He  became  a  member  of  the  Bon- 


neville Stake  high  council  in  1946,  where  he 
served  until  1952.  Then  he  was  called  as  a 
member  of  the  Deseret  Sunday  School  general 
Board.  More  recently  he  has  been  the 
speaker  on  the  Sunday  evening  radio  hour  of 
the  Church  on  KSL,  completing  this  assign- 
ment in  February  1954. 

From  1940  to  1951  he  was  a  member  of  the 
board  of  regents  of  the  University  of  Utah, 
being,  the  last  four  years,  chairman  of  that 
group.  In  recognition  of  his  long  and  dis- 
tinguished service  to  country,  state,  and  com- 
munity, the  University  of  Utah  awarded  him 
an  honourary  doctor  of  laws  degree  at  com- 
mencement exercises  in  June  1953.  In  March 
1954  the  University  of  Utah  named  its  new 
family  life  centre  building  the  Sterling  W.  Sill 
Family  Life  Centre. 

For  twenty-two  years  Elder  Sill  has  been 
Salt  Lake  City  manager  for  the  New  York 

Life  Insurance  Company.  Many  honours 
have  come  to  him  also  in  this  field.  He  was 
the  first  Utahn,  in  1932,  to  address  the 
National  Association  of  Life  Underwriters, 
and  was  the  first  Utah  man  to  receive  the  de- 
gree of  Certified  Life  Underwriter.  Since 
1941  he  has  been  inspector  for  his  company's 
agencies  in  nine  western  states. 

On  September  4,  1929,  Elder  Sill  married 
Doris  Mary  Thornley  of  Kaysville  in  the  Salt 
Lake  Temple.  They  have  three  children,  John 
Michael,  David  Sterling,  and  Mary  Carolyn. 

Members  of  the  Church  everywhere  wel- 
come Elder  Sill  to  his  new  calling  of  responsi- 
bility in  the  Church.

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QUOIR     SPREADS     GOSPEL: 

Each  Sunday  at  7  p.m.  radio 
station  2AP  in  Apia,  Western 
Samoa,  broadcasts  a  programme 
of  music  recorded  by  the  Taber- 
nacle Choir.  Music  by  the  choir 
has  been  broadcast  in  Samoa  for 
nearly  two  years.  The  Cook 
Islands  have  used  the  choir's 
recording  for  18  months. 

In  Fiji  where  the  missionaries 
have  met  with  considerable 
opposition,  efforts  to  secure 
broadcast  time  were  turned 
down  consistently  until  the 
Tabernacle  Choir  toured  Europe. 
The  news  of  their  success 
reached  the  broadcasting 
authorities  in  Fiji,  along  with 
the  reports  of  music  critics 
praising  the  choir  for  the  excel- 
lent quality  of  its  singing.  This 
caused  the  Fijian  broadcasting 
company  such  a  change  of  heart, 
that  they  came  to  the  mission  to 
ask  if  they  could  get  recorded 
music  by  the  Tabernacle  Choir. 

The  programme  has  been  on 
the  air  for  six  months  now. 
Thanks  to  the  choir's  wonderful 
work,  thousands  of  people 
throughout  Fiji  will  hear  about 
the  Mormons  for  the  first  time 
through  their  singing.  Present 
government  restrictions  limit  us 
to  two  elders  in  Fiji,  and  there 
are  some  400,000  people  to  be 
reached. 

The  "Mormons"  are  becoming 
well  known  throughout  Samoa 
for  the  high  quality  of  their 
music.  On  the  island  of  Savai'i, 
the  Church  village,  Vaiola,  has 
recently  won  acclaim  for  its  out- 
standing school  choir.  It  was 
praised  by  the  director  of  broad- 
casting of  the  Education  De- 
partment of  Western  Samoa,  A. 
F.  W.  Gordon  who  said,  after 
hearing  the  choir  sing,  "This  is 
the  finest  singing  group  of  this 
kind  I  have  ever  heard." 

NEW         RELIEF         SOCIETY 

BUILDING:  Sixty  years  ago,  a 
handful  of  forward-looking  Re- 
lief   Society    women    dreamed    a 


dream  of  an  office  and  work 
building  "in  the  shadow  of  the 
Temple." 

That  dream  has  come  true. 

Wednesday,  approximately 

$1,500,000  worth  of  stone,  steel 
furnishings  and  labour  moulded 
into  a  magnificent  edifice  to 
house  Relief  Society  services 
was  dedicated  by  President  David 
O.  McKay. 

Located  at  76  N.  Main  Street, 
the  handsome  new  structure  is 
directly  opposite  the  Temple,  en- 
hancing the  campus  of  the  LDS 
Business  College  Branch  of 
Brigham  Young  University. 

Inside  its  marble  walls  are 
offices  for  the  Relief  Society 
general  presidency,  its  secretary- 
treasurer,  stenographers,  social 
service  department,  and  office 
manager. 

In  addition,  there  is  office  and 
work  space  for  the  Relief  Society 
Magazine  editorial  staff  and 
circulation  department.  There 
is  a  library  and  committee 
rooms. 

NEW  TEMPLE:  London,  Eng- 
land: Working  against  a  mid- 
August,  1958,  deadline  contrac- 
tors and  building  engineers  are 
off  to  a  good  start  in  the  con- 
struction of  the  British  Temple 
taking  form  on  a  beautiful  site 
located  but  25  miles  from 
London. 

Latest  reports  from  the  builders 
indicate  that  an  extensive  drain- 
age system  has  been  installed 
and  the  building  site  prepared 
before  the  excavation  began  in 
early  June.  Foundations  and 
plumbing  work  now  are  being 
placed  and  presently  the  frame- 
work is  expected  to  prow  steadily 
against  the  backdrop  of  the 
beautiful   countryside  verdure. 

Being  built  on  a  31-acre  tract 
of  Newchapel  Farm.  Lingfield, 
situated  on  the  main  London- 
Eastbourne  Road  in  Surrey 
County  the  sacred  structure  is 
expected  to  cost  a  total  of 
$1,250,000  which  will  include 
furnishings. 
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"  WE  BELIEVE  IN  GOD  .  . "

In  (he  early  part  of  the  year  1842,  John 
Wentworth,  editor  of  the  Chicago  Democrat, 
went  to  Nauvoo  and  ohtained  an  interview 
with  the  Prophet  Joseph  Smith.  He  requested, 
among  other  things,  that  the  Prophet  write  out 
a  statement  of  the  things  in  which  the  Church 
believed,  and  the  Prophet  wrote  the  Thirteen 
Articles  of  Faith.  Later  these  were  accepted 
by  the  vote  of  the  people  and  became  a  part 
of  the  doctrine  of  the  Church.  They  are  now 
included  in  the  Pearl  of  Great  Price  and  form 
a  part  of  that  great  volume  of  latter-day 
scripture. 

This  afternoon,  and  on  this  anniversary  of 
the  birth  of  the  Saviour  of  the  world,  I  would 
like  to  offer  for  your  consideration  the  first 
four  words  of  the  Prophet's  statement,  from 
the  point  of  view  of  its  being  the  greatest 
success  formula  in  the  world.  Victor  Hugo 
said,  "There  is  nothing  in  the  world  as  power- 
ful as  an  idea  whose  time  has  come,"  and  if 
we  can  learn  anything  from  the  signs  of  the 
times,  we  know  that  the  time  has  fully  come 
when  great  faith  in  God  should  take  a  firmer 
hold  upon  our  minds. 

It  has  been  a  hundred  and  thirty-five  years 
since  God  the  Father  and  his  Son,  Jesus 
Christ,  reappeared  upon  the  earth  to  re-estab- 
lish among  men  a  belief  in  the  God  of 
Genesis  and  to  usher  in  the  greatest  and  final 
dispensation.  And  so  as  the  very  foundation 
of  our  faith,  the  Prophet  said,  "We  believe  in 
God." 

If  the  meaning  of  this  phrase  were  limited 
to  the  idea  that  we  belileve  that  God  exists,  it 
would  still  be  one  of  the  great  statements  of 
the  world.  That  is,  there  is  great  strength  in 
the  knowledge  that  we  were  not  created  by, 
nor  are  at  the  mercy  of,  the  forces  of  a  blind 
and  capricious  chance.  But  when  we  say  "we 
believe  in  God,"  we  mean  much  more  than 
merely  that  God  exists.  We  mean  that  we 
understand  something  about  the  kind  of  being 
he  is,  that  he  is  literally  the  Father  of  our 
spirits,  and,  according  to  the  great  law  of  the 
universe,  the  offspring  may  sometime  become 
like  the  parent. 

But  the  most  thrilling  and  motivating  part 
of  this  idea  is  what  the  words  themselves  indi- 
cate, that  "we  believe  in  God."  We  trust  him. 
We  believe  that  he  knows  his  business,  that 
regardless  of  chance  or  the  errors  of  men,  his 


purposes  will  prevail.  We  believe  that  our 
interests  are  his  interests,  that  he  meant  what 
he  said  in  that  wonderful  declaration  that 
'This  is  my  work  and  my  glory  to  bring  to 
pass  the  immortality  and  eternal  life  of  man." 
We  believe  that  God  does  not  desire  that  his 
children  be  dull,  or  unattractive,  or  unhappy, 
or  unsuccessful. 

There  are  many  things  that  we  do  not 
understand.  We  don't  understand  our  own 
birth  or  life  or  growth  or  death.  We  don't 
understand  light  or  darkness.  No  one  in  mor- 
tality has  ever  seen  his  own  spirit.  We  didn't 
discover  the  circulation  of  our  own  blood 
until  just  a  little  over  three  hundred  years  ago. 
It  must  be  obvious,  therefore,  why  a  wise 
Heavenly  Father  would  give  us  detailed  in- 
structions, setting  forth  objections  and  the 
best  methods  for  attaining  them.  It  must  be 
equally  obvious  that  there  are  tremendous  ad- 
vantages in  a  complete  acceptance  of,  and  an 
unwavering  faith  in,  the  gospel;  for  as  an 
earthly  father  is  powerless  to  confer  the  maxi- 
mum benefit  upon  a  son  who  has  no  confi- 
dence in  the  motives  or  abilities  of  the  father, 
so  God  is  powerless  to  confer  the  greatest 
blessings  upon  the  men  who  do  not  believe  in 
him.  A  great  power  attaches  to  a  definite  ob- 
jective held  by  a  strong  faith.  Jesus  said,  "If 
thou  canst  believe,  all  things  are  possible  to 
him  that  believeth  ."  (Mark  9:  23.) 

Sometime  ago  I  read  about  the  great  woman 
swimming  champion,  Florence  Chadwick.  In 
1950  she  swam  the  English  Channel,  and  then 
on  July  4,  1952,  she  attempted  to  swim  the 
twenty-one  miles  of  water  lying  between 
Catalina  Island  and  the  southern  California 
coast.  The  temperature  of  the  water  was 
forty-eight  degrees,  and  a  heavy  fog  lay  over 
the  sea.  When  she  was  only  half  a  mile  or 
so  from  her  objective,  she  became  discour- 
aged and  decided  to  quit.  Her  father,  who 
was  in  the  boat  nearby,  tried  to  encourage 
her  by  pointing  through  the  fog  and  telling 
her  that  land  and  success  were  near  at  hand. 
But  she  was  discouraged,  and  a  discouraged 
person  is  always  a  weak  person. 

The  next  day  Miss  Chadwick  was  inter- 
viewed by  some  newspapermen.  They  knew 
that  she  had  swum  greater  distances  on  pre- 
vious occasions,  and  they  wanted  to  know  the 
reason  for  her  present  failure      In  answering 
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their  questions,  Miss  Shadwick  said,  no,  it 
wasn't  the  cold  water  and  it  wasn't  the  dis- 
tance.    She  said,  "I  was  licked  by  the  fog." 

And  then  she  recalled  that  on  the  occasion 
when  she  swam  the  English  Channel,  she  had 
had  a  similar  experience.  When  only  a  short 
way  from  shore  she  had  given  up,  and  this 
time  also,  her  father  had  pointed  ahead,  and 
she  had  raised  herself  out  of  the  water  just 
long  enough  to  get  the  picture  of  her  objec- 
tive firmly  fixed  in  her  mind.  This  gave  her  a 
great  new  surge  of  strength,  and  she  never 
stopped  again  until  she  felt  under  her  feet 
the  firm  earth  of  victory. 

I  thought  of  this  recently  when  a  stranger 
called  me  on  the  telephone  and  asked  if  he 
and  his  wife  might  come  and  discuss  with  me 
a  great  tragedy  that  had  recently  occurred  in 
their  family.  He  explained  that  a  speeding 
automobile  had  taken  the  life  of  their  only 
daughter,  and  they  asked  me  to  try  and  help 
them  understand  something  about  the  purpose 
of  life  and  the  meaning  of  death  and  what 
their  relationship  ought  to  be  with  each 
other,  and  where  God  fits  into  the  picture,  and 
whether  or  not  there  was  any  use  for  them  to 
try  to  live  on. 

This  great  tragedy  weighed  upon  them  so 
oppressively  that  they  almost  seemed  to  be 
suffocating,  and  for  three  and  a  half  hours 
I  tried  as  hard  as  I  could  to  help  them  with 
their  problem.  But  there  wasn't  much  of  a 
foundation  on  which  to  build,  and  I  discovered 
that  it  can  be  a  devastating  thing  all  of  a  sud- 
den to  need  a  great  faith  in  God  and  not  be 
able  to  find  it.  It  wasn't  that  they  were  re- 
bellious or  that  they  disbelieved  in  God.  Their 
scepticism  went  deeper;  they  hadn't  given  him 
a  thought  one  way  or  the  other.  It  wasn't 
that  they  disbelieved  in  immortality;  up  to  this 
point,  they  hadn't  cared.  Then  death  had 
stepped  across  their  threshold  and  taken  the 
best-loved  personality  there.  And  then  all  of 
a  sudden  they  needed  great  faitth  in  God  and 
were  not  able  to  find  it. 

You  can't  merely  snap  your  fingers  and  get 
faith  in  God,  any  more  than  you  can  snap 
your  fingers  and  get  great  musical  ability. 
Faith  takes  hold  of  us  only  when  we  take  hold 
of  it.  The  great  psychologist,  William  James, 
said,  "That  which  holds  our  attention  deter- 
mines our  action,"  and  one  of  the  unfor- 
tunate things  in  life  is  that  we  sometimes  focus 
our  attention  on  the  wrong  things. 

I  have  been  disturbed  a  little,  as  I  have  gone 
around   and    become    more   conscious   of   the 


great  variety  of  temptations  that  we  wrestle 
with  and  succumb  to.  When  we  enumerate 
all  of  the  temptations,  we  find  that  we  often 
fall  before  some  very  small  ones,  merely  be- 
cause we  have  continued  to  entertain  them. 
We  talk  until  we  are  weary  about  the  "tempta- 
tions down,"  not  so  much  about  the  "tempta- 
tions up." 

The  dictionary  says  that  to  tempt  is  to 
arouse  a  desire  for,"  and  so  I  assume  that  I 
am  correct  in  thinking  that  temptation  can  go 
in  either  direction,  although  it  is  the  easiest 
thing  in  the  world  to  allow  our  minds  to  be- 
come loaded  with  the  temptations  downward 
— the  temptations  of  lethargy,  the  temptations 
of  sloth,  the  temptations  of  ignorance,  the 
temptations  of  sin. 

But  every  thought  tends  to  reproduce  itself 
in  an  act.  Rags,  tatters,  and  dirt  are  always 
in  the  mind  before  they  appear  on  the  body. 
One  of  the  greatest  handicaps  to  spiritual 
growth,  or  any  other  kind  of  growth,  is  to 
have  a  negative  mind,  and  I  suppose  that  one 
of  the  functions  of  a  great  faith  is  to  lift  our 
thoughts  upward,  to  houseclean  our  minds,  to 
sweep  out  our  "temptations  down,"  and  fill 
our  minds  with  the  "temptations  up." 

And  so  I  would  like  to  offer  you  the  thought 
of  some  thrilling  temptations  upward — the 
temptations  of  culture,  the  temptations  of  ser- 
vice, the  temptations  of  great  industry,  the 
temptations  to  focus  our  minds  on  great 
spirituality,  the  temptation  to  believe  in  God. 

I  am  certain  the  greatest  waste  there  is  in 
the  world  is  not  the  devastation  that  comes 
with  war;  nor  is  it  the  cost  that  accompanies 
it;  nor  is  it  both  of  these  put  together.  The 
greatest  waste  in  the  world  is  that  human 
beings,  you  and  I,  live  so  far  below  the  level 
of  our  possibilities. 

Henry  Ward  Beecher  was  once  asked  whether 
or  not  he  believed  that  Christianity  had  failed 
and  he  said  that  so  far  as  he  new,  it  had  never 
been  tried.  Compared  with  what  we  might 
be,  we  are  only  half  awake.  We  have  great 
concern  that  our  lives  may  someday  come  to 
an  end,  but  the  real  tragedy  is  that  so  many 
lives  never  really  have  a  beginning.  The  fires 
in  our  souls  need  rekindling.  In  speaking  of 
education,  Francis  Bacon  said,  "If  you  want 
a  tree  to  produce,  don't  worry  so  much  about 
the  boughs;  fertilize  the  roots."  Then  sup- 
pose we  give  in  to  that  temptation  to  stimulate 
those  great  God-given  powers  within  our- 
selves which  can  lift  us  toward  heaven. 

The  brute  creation  goes  down  on  all  fours, 
which   tends    to    throw    its    gaze    upon    the

The  Teacher's  duty  is  to  watch  over  the 
church  always,  and  be  with  and  strengthen 
them.  And  see  that  there  is  no  iniquity  in  the 
church,  neither  hardness  with  each  other, 
neither  lying,  backbiting  ,nor  evil  speaking. 
And  see  that  the  church  meet  together  often, 
and  also  see  that  all  the  members  do  their 
duty  ....  They  are  however  to  warn,  ex- 
pound, exhort,  and  teach,  and  invite  all  to 
come  to  Christ."    (D.  and  C.  20:  53-55,  59.) 

In  these  words  the  Lord  gave  us  the  duties 
of  a  teacher.  Once  each  month  our  Ward 
and  Branch  Teachers  have  been  going  forth 
to  magnify  this  calling. 

To  be  a  Branch  Teacher  is  one  of  the  most 
important  callings  in  the  Priesthood.  The 
things  Branch  Teachers  do  and  say  have  a 
profound  effect  on  those  they  contact.  The 
spiritual  welfare  of  the  members  in  their  dis- 
trict is  dependent  upon  the  teachers'  effective- 
ness. "Remember  the  worth  of  souls  is  great 
in  the  sight  of  God";  the  worth  of  every 
soul  on  a  Branch  Teacher's  beat  IS  great  in 
the  sight  of  God. 

As  Branch  Teachers  we  have  many  different 
people  in  the  districts  we  cover.  Some  live 
the  Gospel,  others  do  not.  Some  receive  us 
gladly,  others  do  not.  Sometimes  we  are 
prone  to  wonder  why  we  should  visit  the  in- 
active, those  who  break  the  commandments, 
and  the  ones  who  receive  us  reluctantly.  It  is 
the  ones  last  mentioned  we  are  most  con- 
cerned with.  These  are  the  people  who  need 
our  help.  As  the  Saviour  said,  "The  whole 
need  not  a  physician,  but  they  that  are  sick." 
Sometimes  we  cannot  see  the  benefit  of  the 
calls  we  make.  It  is  a  fact,  however,  that  to 
every  man's  inner  self  there  is  a  door.  Our 
aim  is  to  be  there  when  we  can  get  through 
that  door  and  thus  be  prepared  to  help  when 
the  opportunity  comes.  This  can  obviously 
be  done  only  by  the  performance  of  our  duty 
faithfully  and  diligently. 

Recognizing  that  we  have  many  people  to 
teach,  each  presenting  different  problems,  it  is 
obvious  that  our  approach  to  each  person  must 
of  necessity  vary.  This  we  can,  and  must  do, 
and  we  can  still  leave  the  message  assigned. 
President  David  O.  McKay  gives  five  things 
a  Branch  Teacher  should  do  in  order  to  carry 
out  his  job  effectively.  These  things  are  well 
worth  listing  here: 

FIRST,  look  to  yourselves  to  see  if  you  are 


prepared  to  teach.  We  cannot  teach  that 
that  which  we  do  not  know.  It  is  our  duty  to 
teach  that  Jesus  Christ  is  the  Redeemer  of  the 
world,  that  Joseph  Smith  was  a  Prophet  of 
God,  and  that  to  him  in  this  last  dispensation 
there  appeared  God  the  Father  and  his  Son 
in  person.  Do  you  believe  it?  Do  you  fee' 
it?  Does  that  testimony  radiate  from  you. 
being  when  you  enter  into  the  home?  If  so, 
that  radiation  will  give  life  to  the  people  whom 
you  go  to  teach.  If  not,  there  will  be  a  dearth. 
a  drought,  a  lack  of  that  spiritual  environment 
in  which  the  Saints  grow. 

SECOND,  is  your  heart  free  from  back- 
biting, from  faultfinding,  from  hard  feelings 
one  to  another?  It  is  your  duty  to  see  that 
there  is  no  backbiting,  that  there  is  no  iniquity 
in  the  Church.  You  can  teach  effectively  only 
that  which  you  yourselves  feel. 

THIRD,  know  those  whom  you  are  to  teach. 

FOURTH,  know  WHAT  you  are  going  to 
teach. 

FIFTH,  know  HOW  you  are  going  to  teach. 

If  we  now  turn  over  and  look  at  the  selfish 
side  of  things,  we  find  the  benefits  that  can 
come  to  the  Branch  Teacher.  "And  if  it  so 
be  that  you  should  labour  all  your  days  in 
crying  repentance  unto  this  people  and  bring 
save  it  be  one  soul  unto  me,  how  great  shall 
be  your  joy  with  him  in  the  kingdom  of  my 
Father."  (D.  and  C.  18:15.)  To  be  a  Branch 
Teacher  may  be  the  only  responsible  position 
many  of  us  will  ever  have  in  the  Church.  This 
may  be  the  only  chance  we  will  ever  have  to 
prove  to  our  Father  in  Heaven  that  we  can  do 
the  work  we  are  called  to  do.  Remember  we 
are  on  this  earth  to  prove  ourselves  and  to 
gain  experience.  We  are  not  going  to  have 
much  proof  to  show  with  Branch  Teaching 
that  isn't  done,  neither  with  Branch  Teaching 
done  in  the  improper  way. 

Finally  let  us  always  remember  to  apply 
that  great  admonition  given  in  the  Doctrine 
and  Covenants  Section  121: 

"No  power  or  influence  can  or  ought  to  be 
maintained  by  virtue  of  the  Priesthood,  only 
by  persuasion,  by  long-suffering,  by  gentleness 
and  meekness,  and  by  love  unfeigned. 

By  kindness,  and  pure  knowledge,  which 
shall  greatly  enlarge  the  soul  without 
hypocrisy,  and  without  guile  .  .  . 

Reproving  betimes  with  sharpness,  when 
(Continued  on  page  171) 
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sins  upon  his  soul,  his  face  looked  up  to  God. 
But  whatever  may  be  the  attitude  of  the  body, 
the  spirit  should  be  on  its  toes.  When  Jesus 
was  teaching  us  to  pray,  he  inserted  that  won- 
derful phrase  which  says,  'Thy  will  be  done." 
But  even  when  we  repeat  these  inspiring 
words,  intended  to  lift  us  up,  we  usually  sur- 
round it  with  a  spirit  of  martyred  resignation. 
When  we  say,  "Thy  will,  not  mine,  be  done" 
(see  Luke  22:42)  we  may  be  hoping  for  the 
best  but  we  are  usually  expecting  the  worst. 

We  fill  our  hearts  with  too  many  doubts 
and  fears  and  negative  thoughts.  But  try  to 
imagine  what  the  great  Creator  would  have  us 


Although  there  has  never  been  a  time  when 
the  East  London  Branch  has  had  a  very  large 
membership,  there  are  many  saints  in  the 
South  African  Mission  who  first  came  into 
contact  with  the  Church  through  this  small 
but  faithful  branch. 

We  rejoice  with  the  other  branches  of  the 
mission  in  the  growth  of  the  Church  of  Jesus 
Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints  in  this  land,  and 
we  feel  sure  that  the  day  is  not  too  far  dis- 
tant when  we.  although  small  in  number,  will 
add  one  more  to  the  number  of  chapels  in 
South  Africa. 

There  are  many  old  stalwart  members  in 
the  mission  today  who  undoubtedly  still  have 
pleasant  memories  of  the  old  S.O.E.  Hall  in 
North  Stieet.  In  those  days  the  members 
were  living  far  apart  and  motor  cars  were  not 
as  plentiful  as  they  are  now.  Because  our 
members  were  so  scattered  we  found  it  neces- 
sary to  hold  Sunday  School  at  Woodbrook  and 
Abbotsford  as  well  as  in  town.     In  order  that 


do  if  we  did  his  will.  Can  you  conceive  of 
any  limits  he  would  place  upon  our  progress? 
What  would  God  have  us  '"arouse  a  desire 
for"?  Certainly  not  for  weakness,  or  failure, 
or  sin!  Certainly  he  does  not  want  us  to  fill 
our  minds  with  the  temptations  down.  He  is 
not  pleased  when  we  become  the  problem 
children  of  God.  His  will  is  for  us  to  become 
beautiful  and  glorious  like  him. 

But  the  great  truths  of  life  become  known 
only  to  those  who  are  prepared  to  accept 
them.  So  I  would  like  to  present  for  your 
consideration  the  thrilling  temptations  of  the 
gospel,  the  temptations  to  live  worthily  of  the 
celestial  kingdom,  to  attain  a  celestial  body,  a 
celestial   mind,  a  celestial  personality,   to  live 
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the  sacrament  could  be  administered  our 
Branch  President  attended  all  three  of  these 
meetings  each  Sunday — his  means  of  trans- 
portation being  a  bicycle. 

During  the  last  World  War  the  full-time  mis- 
sionaries were  taken  from  our  city.  This, 
however,  was  not  the  first  time  East  London 
Branch  suffered  a  set  back  like  this.  Owing 
to  a  shortage  of  missionaries  in  1931  ,two  of 
the  local  brethren  were  set  awart  by  President 
Don  Mack  Dalton  as  part  time  missionaries 
in  charge  of  missionary  work  here.  On  other 
occasions  since  then  we  have  been  either  with- 
out missionaries,  or  have  shared  the  services 
of  missionaries  with  the  Port  Elizabeth  branch. 
In  1946  the  missionaries  returned  to  East 
London.  Since  that  time  much  has  been  ac- 
complished, and  many  fine  people  have  been 
baptized  into  the  Church.  Unfortunately,  as  in 
previous  years,  the  majority  of  these  have 
been  transferred  to  other  cities. 

Our  meetings  are  now  held  in  the  new 
S.O.E.  Hall.  This  is  one  of  the  nicest  halls 
in  East  London  and  we  are  grateful  that  we 
are  able  to  meet  under  such  favourable  cir- 
cumstances. However,  on  several  occasions, 
we  have  found  the  hall  in  a  filthy  condition 
from  a  party  the  night  before.  This  detracts 
greatly  from  the  spirit  of  the  service  but  helps 
us  to  realize  more  fully  what  a  great  blessing 
it  will  be  to  have  a  chapel  of  our  own. 

Almost  all  the  adult  members  in  East  Lon- 
don today  are  parents  of  small  children.  We 
hope  and  pray  that  when  these  children  grow 
up  they  will  remain  faithful  to  what  they  are

being  taught  today,  and  that  they  will  be  a 
credit  to  the  East  London  Branch  and  the 
Church. 

We  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  of 
paying  tribute  to  the  late  Brother  B.  A.  T. 
.lubber  and  the  late  Sister  L.  Steele.  Their 
faithfulness  has  certainly  been  an  inspiration 
to  us.  We  are  proud  indeed  that  they  were 
members  of  this  branch. 

The  members  of  the  East  London  Branch 
have  strong  testimonies  of  the  Gospel,  and 
are  thankful  to  be  members  of  this  great 
Church. 

In  closing  let  us  say,  "Believe  in  the  Lord 
your  God,  so  shall  ye  be  established;  believe 
his  prophets,  so  shall  ye  prosper."  (11  Chron. 
20:20.)

"The  Elders  are  a  long  way  from  home,  so 
they  can  make  my  home  theirs,"  has  been 
the  motto  of  Sister  Anna  Seaward  of  the 
Durban  Branch.  "Just  as  long  as  they  don't 
tear  it  down,"  she  adds  with  a  wink. 

And  Sister  Seaward's  home  has  been  opened 
in  welcome  to  the  Mormon  Elders  since  a 
December  day  in  1923  when  Elder  Jones  and 
his  companion  called  at  her  Port  Elizabeth 
home.  Two  weeks  later  the  Sunday  services 
of  the  Port  Elizabeth  Branch  were  being  held 
there.  The  following  June,  with  nine  of  her 
children.  Sister  Seaward  was  baptized  and  be- 
gan a  long  life  of  faithful  service  in  the 
Church.  Her  husband  died  just  a  few  months 
before  the  family  baptism. 

Although  74  years  of  active  living  and  a 
serious  foot  injury  have  slowed  Sister  Seaward 
down,  she  still  maintains  a  cheerful  disposi- 
tion, a  faithful  testimony  and  a  bright 
philosophy.

On  the  Elders: 

"They're  all  nice,  but  they  go  away  too 
soon.  They  used  to  call  them  the  'Black 
Cats'." 

On  the  South  African  Mission: 

"There  have  been  a  lot  of  ups  and  downs, 
but  it's  all  smooth  today."

"I  know  I'll  see  it  sometime.  I  don't  want 
to  live  there,  just  to  look  around." 

Sister  Seaward  also  maintains  many  colour- 
ful memories  concerning  missionaries  of  past 
years.  She  tells  of  one  Elder  who  walked 
from  Johannesburg  to  her  Port  Elizabeth 
home.  She  took  him  in,  fed  him  and  dressed 
him  in  her  dressing-gown  while  she  patched 
his  meagre  garments  and  threadbare  suit. 
"That  missionary  is  now  a  millionaire  back  in 
the  States,"  chuckles  Sister  Seaward. 

Another  Elder,  remembered  by  the  old 
Sister,  was  being  supported  on  his  mission  by 
his  mother,  who  scrubbed  office  floors  to  send 
him  money.  He  had  only  one  blue  suit  which 
Sister  Seaward  cleaned,  pressed  and  carefully 
patched  for  him  each  week-end.
